purpose of giving its citizens any. 
thing but for the purpose of pre­ 
serving what they had, life, liberty

shields us against

"Anything that tends to weaken | 
the strength of the ideal of law and 
order is a menace to this country. 
“The banking business is pos­

and 
bankers. 
For that 
reason, 
the 
banker should have a very high 
sense of his Individual responsi­ 
bility as a citizen. 
“Many attacks are being made 
upon law and order. We are in an 
era in which disrespect for law is 
growing ” 
Must Respect Law. 
“One cannot possibly stand for 
tho Constitution of 
the 
United 
States and at the same time violate 
the Eighteenth amendment. These 
two men are on a par; the man 
who holds you up and takes your 
pocketbook, and the man who goes 
out at night, taking the law' into 
I his hand, no matter what good ends 
he may think he is working for. 
In 
each 
Instance, the man sets 
himself above the law. 
“One of the weak spots in our 
life in America is the indifference 
of citizens to their right of voting. 
Often great issues in state, county 
and city governments are settled 
with a twenty-five per cent vote, 
or less. 
People talk of corruption 
in public office, yet they fail to] 
vote. 
Men avoid Jury service, yet 
criticize the verdicts of juries. 
“Every individual either stands 
for law, or he stands against it J 


I and with the outlaws.” 
Hits Klan. 
“There are places in this country: 
where the courts and the officers! 
of the law cannot move without] 
permission from an organization 
that meets In the night time in dis­ 
guise. 
Such a condition threatens good 
government. Whenever an Individ 
ual or an organization says that 
he will execute the law or go out­ 
side the avenues of law, that per- 
iqn and that organization becomes! 
outlaw. 
“It is your duty and your respon­ 
sibility as bankers to stand 
in 
your communities for respect for 
law and for law enforcement by 
lawful means.”

E very one of us is inclined to neg­ 
lect those organs of our bodies w hich 
do not com plain. W e fo rg et we have 
I backs, or hands, or feet u n til they 
give us pain—N atu re's signal of dis­ 
tress. 
And so it is w ith our eyes— the 
m ost 
m iraculous 
organs 
by 
w hich 
o ur b rain secures over 1-4 of all its 
im pressions. 
W e w ere born w ith 
sight, and, because we are used to 
..th at m arvelous power, 
we are, far 
too often, neglectful of it. 
W e do 
n ot tak e care of our eyes. 
Now, th e hum an eye is so w onderfully built th a t It can “ac­ 
com m odate” to r m any of th e abuses to w hich it is subjected. 
Its delicate, w onderful m uscles and nerves w ill ad ju st th em ­ 
selves for an indefinite period to th e stra in s put upon it - 
and even under very severe abuse m ay perform th e task w ith 
little or no com plaint. 
B ut physiologists tell us th a t th e eyes 
use 1-4 of all 
nerve force in the body w hen they 
a re function­ 
ing norm ally. 
It is clear, therefore, th a t an additional stra in 
on th e eyes causes an added stra in on th e nerve force of the 
en tire body, w eakens it, m akes it m ore subject to disease, 
and certain ly im pairs m ental and bodily efficiency.

About one-half of I per cent of the American peo­ 
ple know nothing about investing in securities, says 
David F. Houston, former secretary of the treasury. 
The other 991/2 Per cent have to be educated. 
Unfortunately 
he says, the sellers of fake secur- 
■ ities have devoted a great deal more ingenuity and 
effort to reaching the small, ignorant investor than 
has legitimate business. 
This is natural. The crooks reap a far higher per­ 
centage of profit out of the money invested than do 
the honest men. 
Often it is all profit except the 
|i selling expense. 
It is to be remembered, however, 
that honest business enterprise and its honest repre­ 
sentatives stand to gain more, in the long run, from 
wise cultivation of the investment field, than do the 
blue sky promoters who exploit public ignorance. 
The investor who is fooled may be through with 
investment forever, and so may his relatives and 


em neighbors to come over and help do honor to 
the occasion

Thinning fast is tho blue line. 
On Memorial Day, 
veterans of the conflict of 60 years ago will meet 
again to pay tributes of respect to those who have 
died, and those who answ er to the roll call will be 
few Indeed. 
The latest published report of the Grand Army 
of the Republic shows a mem bership loss last year 
of 14,521, the enrollment decreasing from 85,618 to 
71,106 and the posts lessening from 4,218 to 3.659. 
The 16 per cent decrease does not represent deaths 
alone, nor the 71,106 all the living of the 2,000,000 
and more soldiers whom President Lincoln called to 
the Union cause. 
But the figures are fairly indica­ 
tive of the passing of the veterans. 
The Memorial Day march of four-score years can 
be only a brief one. The tread of those who answ er 
again the roll call and step out a t the voice of com­ 
mand will be feeble and uncertain. But the occasion 
should be worthy of all the sentim ental tribute af 
which the nation is capable. 
For many of those 
who join in the procession, it will be the last parade. 
There will be many more veterans of recent 
wars who participate in this year’s Memorial Day.

The purpose of 
this tank is to allow water to flow 
by gravity Into houses that 
are 
built on high ground. 
In order to Increase the supply 
of water, a caison is being sunk to 
bedrock. This is a huge pipe, six 
or seven feet across. When bed­ 
rock Is reached, tunnels will be 
run entirely across the bottom of 
the oanyon in order to get what­ 
ever flow of water there may be 
far beneath the surface. 
"We are keeping ahead of the 
demand," said Joe Skidmore, "and 
we Intend to keep going ahead 
right along that line.
